Caieo, Oct. 25.— A column ol troopB 
commanded by General Hunter, it is 
announced in a despatch from Berber, 
on the Nile, has started to drive Osman 
Digna, the great dervish general, from 
the Atbara river. But, the despatch 
adds, it ib feared Osman Digna will not 
wait for the Anglo-Egyptian troops to 
attack him. 

Details just obtained of the revenge of 
the dervishes upon the Jaaliu tribe, 
caused by their refusal to join the forcea 
of the Khalifa againBt the British, show 
it to have been terrible in the extreme, 
The left bank of the river between Bar- 
fc3r and Metmeh was practically depop- 
ulated. The dervishes butchered every 
male member of the offending tribe and 
tcok the pretty women to their hareniB, 
alter sending 150 selected virgins to the 
Khalifa. The dervishes, in addition, 
threw many women and children into 
the river.

"Hermes" was lifted to a transport, 
towed down the river and deposited on 
the bank, where it waB destroyed by 
fire. The laBt coach of the ill-fated 
train, tho "Niobe," was got out of 
water and also burned. The express car 
is around the little knoll of tho moun- 
tain 300 yards below. No attempt will 
be made to raise her until to-morrow. 



NEWS OF THE CAPITAL, 



Customs Regulations Affecting the 
Klondyke Not to Be Changed . 
as Reported. 



The New Postage Stamps— Morning- 
Paper Sold— Mr. Fitzpatriek'8 
Intentions. 



YELLOW FEVER IN JAMAICA. 

Repotted Rapid Spread of the Disease- 
Many Victims Among the 
Military. 

New York, Oct. 25.— The Sun pub- 
lishes under date of October 13 a letter 
from Kingston, Jamaica, which Eaya : 
" Great alarm haa been excited here by 
an outbreak of yellow fever within the 
laBt few days. The disease has aBBumed 
a violence unknown in the earlier caEes 
and tho percentage of deaths has risen 
from about 30 to almoBt 75. The rainB 
inst n id of checking the epidemic seem 
to have strengthened it. 

The doctors have responded promptly 
to all cails for their Bervices, but without 
government assistance or power to en- 
force restrictive measureB they were long 
unable to do much, A movement was 
Btarted to compel the governor to put 
into force by proclamation the 
clauses of the public health 
acts providing for isolation and 
local quarantine in cise of epidemics, 
and acting under pressure from Ameri- 
cana and other foreign residents, he haa 
brought the four parishes of the island 
in which the disease haa appeared under 
the operation of the acts which provide 
for segregation and other preventive 
measures. 

Tbe epidemic has been severe among 
the men at the naval station at Port 
Royal, and at the military cantonments 
at Park Camp and Newcastle. At Port 
Royal the newly erected hospital has 
been found far too small to accommodate 
the rush of patienta and a temporary 
hoBoital haB been established across the 
harijor at Rocky t'oint. " Passengor 
traffic to tho United States has prac- 
tically ccaBed, aud shipping agents are 
refusing to iseue tickets. The effects of 
the epidemic on the island will be dis- 
astrous, and gloomy views are enter- 
tained bv buBineBa men hero." 



CUBAN COMMERCE PARALYZED. 

The Financial Situation Terrible and So 
Immediate Prospect of Peace. 

Madiud, Oct. 25. — It is reported that 
the Spanish government ha8 cabled to 
General Weyler, the present captain- 
general of the Cuban army, instructing 
him to await the arrival of his successor, 
MarBhal Blanco, before embarking on 
his return to Spain. 

A despatch just received hero from 
Havana, says that the military oper- 
ations of the Spaniards are suBpendedj 
that the troop» are employed solely in 
guarding the railroads, and that it is 
estimated that 60,000 soldiers are on the 
Bick liat. The despatch asaerts also that 
the financial situation in Cuba ie fright- 
ful, that commerce is paralyzed, and 
that the autonomist commission are not 
in accord with the members of the 
autonomist party. 

Havana, Oct. 25.— Private advices re- 
ceived here confirm the report that Gen. 
Castillo, the well known insurgent 
leader, haa been killed in an engagement 
with the Spanish troops. It ia further 
stated that Lub body was carried to La 
Oorera, four mileB distant from this city, 
where it was interred.

BUFFALO EXPRESS WRECKED. 

Nineteen Lives Lost in a Ron Ofr on Satur- 
day Night. 

Gahhison, N.Y„ Oct. 25.— Tho special 
from Buffalo for New York was wrecked 
on Saturday night. The engine and 
several cars lie In the river near here. 
The train was made up as follows : En- 
gine and tender, express car, combina- 
tion smoker and baggage, day coach and 
Bix Bleepers. The train was filled and 
most of the passengers were asleep. Just 
alter leaving Poughkeepsie point, near 
Garrison, the train plunged into the 
river. Only the last of the three cars re- 
mained on the track. They were saved 
by breaking couplings. The'causeof the 
disaatar ia not known. It is aaid by ex- 
perts that the recont high tideB waahed 
away and weakened the roadbed, 

Perhaps the most remarkable of all 
things connected with tho accident ia 
that so many escaped and that only 19, 
bo far as known, perished. Those known

MR. GLADSTONE'S VIEWS... 

The European Governments He Thinks 
Have Incurred Indelible Disgrace. 

London, Oct. 25. — Mr. Gladstone, in 
the course of a letter to a Viennese 
author, which has just been published 
here, laments the mania which haB led 
Italy to strain her resources to go be- 
yond the European province marked 
out for her during her national infancy, 
and which may perhaps endanger her 
dearly bought institutions. Referring 
to the condition of affairs ia the East, 
Mr. Gladstone says : " My viewa on the 
conduct of the European governments in 
the EaBtern question are very strong, 
They seem to be covered with indelible 
disgrace. The German Emperor ia the 
first and wor8t among them." 

FOUR YEARS IN ICE. 

Another Adventurous Seaman to Search tor 
the North Pole. 

Berlin, Oct. 25. — The Christiana cor- 
respondent of the Lokal An/.eiger says 
that Captain Sverdrup ia making pre- 
parations to go on a North Polar expedi- 
tion. The Norwegian government will 
allow him to use the Fram, the vessel of 
the Nanaen expedition, and will give 
him 20,030 kroner to enable him to refit 
her. Sverdrup will take sixteen men 
and 400 dogs with him. The expedition 
will be provisioned for four years. 



A NARROW ESCAPE. 

Burning Bark Makes Port Just in Time for 
the Crew to Save Themselves. 

Nkw Youk, Oct. 25. — Captain Dernier, 
of the British bark Assyria, owned by 
Taylor Bros., of St. John, N.B., arrived 
here yesterday from Bahia on the steam- 
ship Melbourne, and told how his vessel 
was burned in the harbor of Bahia on 
Sept3mber 25. The Assyria failed from 
Greenock on Auguat 5 for Rio Janeiro 
with a cargo of coal. The fire waa dis- 
covered on September 18. The bark ar- 
rived in the harbor of Bahia at 3 p.m. 
on September 25. The hatches were 
blown off an hour later by an exploaion 
of gas below decks. Flames from the 
after hatch drove the man at the wheel 
from his poBt. Two boats' crewa from a 
Brazilian man-of-war worked ineffectu- 
ally trying to put out the fire. The bark 
had dropped anchor and tho cable waa 
slipped and a tug took her in tow. It 
was thought she might be beached. The 
crew of tho Assyria went aboard tho tug 
when it was apparent the bark would 
ho destroyed. The bark drifted sea- 
ward before a strong off shore wind, all 
aflame. She moasured 1,096 tons.

She Locked Two Children in a Cupboard, 
Where They Burned to Death- 
Fatal lioad Racing. 

Tweed, Oct. 25. — The village of Bridge- 
water waa the scene of a terrible doublo 
fatality on Saturday, when little Beatrice 
and Ethel Bagee, aged G and 7 years 
respectively, were burned to death. 
They were visiting their aunt, who 
locked them in a bedroom and went t3 
spend the night with a sick neighbor. 
The houBe caught fire, and the children 
were unablo to escape despite tho frantic 
efforts of the aunt. 

Windsor, Oct. 25.— John Graham, a 
farmer living near lona, waa thrown 
from a wagon while raeimr on the road 
with a load of oata. The wheels passed 
over his body aud killed him. 

LUETGEirTS CASE.

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THE ROADS TO RICHES. 



Inspection Has Shown That the 
Stickeeu aud Teslin Will Bo 
the Favorite Route. 



What Victorians Report as to the 
Comparative Ease of Travel 
at All Seasous. 



The eoneeneua of opinion as to the 
superiority of the Siickeen-Teslin route 
becomes more marked with the arrival 
of each passenger steamer from the 
North. No more convincing proof could 
be desired than that furnished by Cap- 
tain J. D. Tackabery, than whom nooue 
ia in a better position to know whereof 
lie speaks. He Bays that there are now 
300 men at Telegraph Creek awaiting 
the coming of the enow, to make the 
Bleighing desired for the continuation of 
their journey. The Alaskan, the steam- 
er of which Captain Tackabery is the 
navigator, is the only one at present ply- 
ing on the river and she, by reason of 
her deep draught, is not the most litted 
for the task, 

One of the returning passengers on 
the City of Seattle yesterday was Mr. N. 
Wallingford, of Seattle, who lias been 
North for the expreaa purpose of gather- 
ing information as to the Stickeeu trail 
for himself and associates, who intend 
to go largely into the transportation 
business nest spring. A number of 
British Columbians are interested in this 
project, which includes running a line 
of steamers from some point on the 
British Columbia or Washington 
coast to Wrangel ; from there 
operating river steamers to Telegraph 
Creek, whence pack trains will carry 
goods over to Teaiira lake and there con- 
nect with BteamerB which the company 
are to put on the lakes. Mr. Walling 
ford is perfectly satisfied from his ex 
animation that the Stickeen river trail 
is the best for his purposes and that this 
will be the favorite route nest spring. 

From Glenora to Teslin lake anil re 
turn in twenty days, including four 
days spent at the lake, is not bad time, 
and when in addition it is learned that 
the trail runs through a country afford- 
ing feed for thousands of head of stock, 
and in which hundreds of ranchers could 
make excellent livings, it will be seen 
that Mr. John S. Bowker has good rea- 
son to speak in terms of warm commen- 
dation in regard to the Stickeen route. 
He says, too, that game of all kinds is 
abundant, and on his return trip he 
killed a caribou which provided more 
fresh meat than could be used by the 
party. As a railway route 'Mr. Bowker 
considers the Stickeen moat feasible, and 
now that a "'cut off, " saving about 
twenty miles, has been discovered, he 
believeB it to be the best sleighing route 
known. 

The Yorke party are now engaged in 
widening thiB portion oi the trail to make 
it more suitable (or sleighing, and the 
only obstacle, the Teletau river, is eo 
easy of navigation as to be hardly de- 
serving of being called an obstacle at all. 
Mr. Bowker reports having met the 
Ducbeenay Burvey party, and also 
Messrs. Jennings and St. Cyr, the latter 
gentleman having now gone down the 
Hootalinqua river, probably with the 
intention of reporting upon the 
apparently yet unsolved question 
of its navigability. Of business 
propositions and planB Mr. Bowker has 
several, upon which he will for some 
time devote his energies, believing that 
when he returns to Glenora in the early 
spring he will bq in a position to make 
good UB6 of the information he has gain- 
ed during his trip. He says that he will 
establish a pack train from some point 
near the head of navigation on the 
Stickeen to Teslin, which will be sufii- 
cient to convey the goods of a great num- 
ber of those who will go in that way 
next spring, and it is an open 
secret that Mr. Bowker has also con- 
ceived the plan of building a hotel Eome- 
where near Glenora. Of these business 
propositions, however, more will be 
heard later; in the meantime ic is cer- 
tain that if the business men of Victoria 
aro not enriched by the money-making 
opportunities which will be afforded 
them by the travel via Stickeen, it will 
not be owing to any lack of information, 
for Mr. Bowker huB all the details at his 
linger's ends, and besides liaa enterprise 
and energy enough to make the possi 
bilitiesof that locality known. 



THIRTEEN DROWHED. 

Tlie Little Steamer " Caspar " Capsizes Oil 
the California Coast. 

Poikt Arena, Cal., Oct. 23.— Thirteen 
seamen of the steamer Caspar were 
drowned this morning by the wreck of 
their vessel. The rocky shore in this 
vicinity was strewn with wreckage, and 
this evening two men in a small boat 
picked up Captain Anfindsen and Sea- 
man C. Larsen, who had been floating 
about on an Impromptu raft fur over 
fourteen hours. The Caspar struck on a 
reef at 12 :30 audseven minutes later cap- 
sized. All the crew were washed over- 
board. There were fifteen men, but the 
captain has seen none except hia com- 
panion Larsen, and haB no doubt that 
the other thirteen have all been drown- 
ed. The Caspar sailed from San Fran- 
cisco yesterday for Ureal, where elie was 
to load lumber for San Francisco. She 
was owned by the Caspar Lumber Cum 
pany and registered HO tons. 



W.C.T.U. DIVISION. 

Resignations Caused by the Lady Henry 
Somerset Affair. 

Toronto, Oct, 25.— The World'B W.C. 
T.TJ. executive committee this morning 
abolished the ofiica of honorary .vice- 
president, two having resigned in pro- 
test to Ludy Henry Somerset. Miss 
Slack mid Miss Gordon, the World's 
secretaries, were not present, and were 
not pleased at the action. 

The committee have drafted resolu- 
tion denouncing the Indian regulations, 
congratulating the Queen on her Dia- 
mond Jubilee, approving arbitration, 
recognizing tho courteayot Great Britain 
in taking tho initiative aa to a treaty, 
and deploring tho action of the United 
Ktfttoa Bonato ; and also calling for church 
operation auent equal suffrage. 



EXPLOSION AT ALBERNI. 

Two Miners Lose Their Lives in Thawing 
Dynamite. 

Nanadio, Oct. 25.— (Special)— A des- 
patch from Alberni to the Free PresB 
Bays: "An accident occurred at Alberni 
on October 23 in which two men were 
killed and a blacksmith shop blown to 
pieces. Ou Saturday Wm. Dickson, a 
drill sharpener, and Wm. Sareault, a 
miner, who were working 'or F. Mc- 
Quillan, were killed by tho explosion of 
two sticks of dynamite that the latter 
waa thawing out preparatory to charging 
four holes for which his working partner, 
Wm. Miles, was fixing the primers in 
the tunnel. When he heard the explo- 
sion outBide, Miles immediately ran out 
and saw everything iu confusion. Wm. 
Sareault was lying where the forge had 
been, insensible and badly cut, besides 
having one hand blown off. When the 
smoke cleared away Dickson was found 
about 15 feet from the shop, also insen- 
sible, and cut and disfigured in a terrible 
manner. 

The force of the explosion was terrific. 
A watch which Sareault had on him had 
a hole pierced through it, a atone being 
imbedded in the works. The shop is a 
ruin, the roof being smashed to atoms. 
Miles at once left for Alberni to get sur- 
gical aid, but the victims died about 15 
minutes after the accident. Dickson 
leaves a wife and Beven little children. 
Sareault was unmarried and about 21 
years old. 

GOLDEN CACHE STOCK. 

Reported Issue of Treasury Shares and Ap- 
plication to the Courts. 

Vancouver, Oct. 25.— (Special)— Dr. 
J. F. Carroll filed in the Supieme court 
to-day a petition to determine the na- 
ture of the trust of 100,000 shares placed 
in his hands by the Goldea Eagle syndi- 
cate, who were the vendors of the mine 
to the Golden Cache company. It ia al- 
leged that 10,000 shares are to be or have 
been sold of treaury stock of the Golden 
Cache company, since the recent crush- 
ing at the mill took place, and Dr. Car- 
roll, as trustee of the Golden Eagie syn- 
dicate, has not signed the. certificate. 
The case is a complicated one. 

THAT FORGED PETITION. 

Failure to Fix the Responsibility on the Per- 
son Accused. 

Nelso.v, Oct. 23. — J. M. McPhee, 
charged with forging the petition asking 
the government to dismiss their official, 
Mr. Keen, is once more a free man, the 
verdict of the jury last Tuesday being 
"not guilty." The case occupied the 
greater part of two days and much ex- 
pert testimony was introduced. The 
line of defence was that the petition 
could have been forged by anybody, and 
that the prosecution had failed to fix 
the responsibility on the defendant. The 
jury was Out about three-quarters of an 
hour.

COWICHAN. 

Duncan, Oct. 25.— A final meeting of 
of the Cowichan Produce and Shipping 
Association was held on Saturday last in 
the agricultural hall, Edward Musgrave, 
J. P., in the chair, and about thirty mem- 
bers present. This association has agreed 
to amalgamate with the Victoria asso- 
ciation, and together with branches at 
Saanich and Salt Spring island, will form 
the Vancouver Island Shipping Associa- 
tion. Tho meeting nominated Major 
Mutter, M.P.P., Messrs. G. H. Hadwen 
and G. T. Corfield as the delegates of the 
association to attend a meeting in Vic- 
toria for the organization of the new 
association, and also nominated and 
recommended the following as part of 
the officers of the new association: Mr. 
Watson Clarke, president; Major Mutter, 
M.P.P., vice-preBident; and aa part of 
the directorate, Captain Barkley, R.N. ; 
Messrs. Hadwen and Corfield. 

The Cowichan Aaaociation Football 
Club has been reorganized for the com- 
ing HeaBon, and intends to enter for 
the Junior challenge cup. The follow- 
ing are the principal officers: C. S. 
Fall, captain ; E. Hicks-Beach, vice- 
captain; and J. E. Hall, of Duncan, 
secretary and treasurer. 

CLAYOQUOT. 

Numerous lodes of copper are reported 
to have been discovered on Hesquoit 
lake, and several locations have oeen 
made by Messrs. Ferguson, Waters, 
Goltz and otherB. The sampleB show a 
heavy percentage of copper boruite, 
Many boatloads of prospectors have 
been searching along the shores of the 
lake, but heavy rains have set in, inter 
fering with their progress.

Washington, Oct. 26. — The sealing 
conference between representatives of 
the United States, Russia and Japan, 
met again to-day, with all the members 
present. The proceedings are secret in 
the sense that no one but the delegates 
are allowed in the meeting room, save 
certain persons who are called upon to 
give expert testimony as to the condi- 
tions of seal life, and the state of the 
market for e-kius.

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THE SPELL IS BROKEN. 



After Days of Dullness Local Ship- 
ping: Resumes Its Wonted 
Proportions. 



From the North, From the Orient, 
They Crowd the City 
Wharves. 



After the lull in matters marine which 
has been the characteristic of the paBt 
week, it was to be expected that a mark- 
ed change would take place, and cer- 
tainly no complaint can bo made in re- 
gard to the want of movement at the 
wharves during the past thirty-six 
hours. First of all, the Maude made her 
arrival from Texada and way points, 
coming into the harbor just as nonchal- 
antly as if no inquiries had been made 
in reference to her delayed appearance. 
The explanation, as reported, was that 
the galeB had held her back, and as the 
only incident on her trip waB that of the 
drowning at SteveBton, already reported, 
it may be concluded that she considered 
discretion the better part of valor and 
sought shelter rather than run any 
chance of disaster. She left again yes- 
terday morning for Texada, first 
calling at Nanaimo for coal. 
Next of the local boats came the 
Willapa from the West Coast, bringing 
to port quite a number of paesengers, 
most of whom were prospectors return- 
ing from their season's work, soma 
Chinamen and several sealing captains 
who had been up the Coast to give their 
Indian assistants the " chickimin " due 
them for their summer's hunting. The 
Willapa was also late in arriving, the 
heavy winds being again responsible for 
the delay. She left for the Fraser yes- 
terday morning, and will have a cargo of 
Balmon for the Senstern on her return. 
Then came the Farallon from the North, 
crowded with passengers, all filled with 
news from the trails, some of them dis- 
embarking here and most of them in- 
tending to return northwards in the 
spring. Her cargo included 250 barrels 
of Baited salmon from Checan cannery, 
and after unloading phe proceeded on 
her way to Seattle. The Olymfna, the 
Northern Pacific liner,' arrived 
from the Orient in the even- 
ing, after having spent three 
hours at William Head, complying with 
the quarantine regulations. The Olympia 
went on to Tacoina at 7:30 yesterday 
morning. 

THE "OLYMPIA" IX POUT. 

The Northern Pacific liner Olympia, 
Captain Truebridge commanding, after 
a pleasant voyage across from Yokohama 
reached the outer wharf here at G o'clock 
on Sunday night, departing for the 
Sound at 7 :30 yesterday morning. She 
left Yokohama on the 9th and had not 
much news to give. Her freight for Vic- 
toria was heavy, 250 tons, but the pas- 
eenger list was light, twenty Japs and 
Chinese and a few on the cabin list. H. 
E. Williams, who is on bis way from 
Hongkong to San Francisco, is a partner 
of the large firm of Flood A Co., of Yo- 
kohama. Mr. James Sinclair was an- 
other passenger, and Baron de Winton 
and William McLean, who are on their 
way from Yokohama to Tacoma. 
the "guardian's" mishap. 




The damages to the bark Guardian, 
which put back to TownBendfor repairB, 
after having started from Saanich Inlet 
for Santa Rosalia, do not appear to be 
very serious. The vessel has her rudder 
head broken, but is otherwise unin- 
jured. Captain Marden reportB having 
encountered a succession of gales with 
heavy and high crosB seas. The crew are 
all well. 

ATLANTIC ARRIVALS. 

The C. P. B. bulletin announces that 
the Cunard liner steamship Lucania ar- 
rived at New York from Liverpool at 6 
p. m. yesterday. The Anchor lineBteam- 
ship Furneesia reached New York from 
Glasgow at 9 a. m. yesterday. 

MARINE NOTES, 

Captain Baker, of the schooner Pio- 
neer, which returned to Victoria on 
Sunday afternoon, reports that his home- 
ward voyage was one of the roughest in 
his experience. His total catch at the 
Copper islands was 275, and this, with 
the Coast catch of over GOO, makes a 
total of about 900 skins for the season. 

The last of the sealing lleet, the Sadie 
Turpel and the Geneva, are expected to 
arrive home any moment now, having 
been reported by Captain Mann, of the 
Pioneer, as being at Heequoit on Satur- 
day. The Sadie Turpel will have about 
900 skins, of which 250 were taken in 
the Retiring sea. 

The City of Seattle arrived yesterday 
morning from the North, having left 
Mary island three days beinc the Faral- 
lon. She brought down 3,000 cases of 
salmon from Metlakatla. 

Steamer Thistle arrived hack from 
Union yesterday, having taken up a 
cargo of rails for the E. <.<; N. railway. 

Tug Wanderer towed the ship Oriental 
into port yesterday to be recaulked and 
remetalled.

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A FINANCIAL PLAN. 

The United States Secretary of the 
Treasury has devised a plan, which he 
thinkd will put the financial system of 
that country upon a safe basis. That 
something of the kind is necessary is 
clearly shown by the fact that the con 
fidence of investors in United States 
securities continues to be very much 
shaken. No one has any doubt as to 
the final solvency of the country, but 
the dread of fluctuations is enough to 
keep capital away. That such fluctua- 
tions will continue as long as the pres 
ent system of currency is in force in the 
United Stutes is very clear. 

The first disturbing element is what is 
known as " the endless chain." There 
are outstanding in the United States 
$3-46,OSl,016of what are commonly called 
greenbacks. These are redeemable "in 
coin." They may be redeemed in silver 
or gold at the option of the treasury. 
The practice is to redeem them in gold. 
Preeitlent Cleveland declared this to be 
the settled policy of the government at 
the beginning of his Eecond term, and 
carried it out in spite of a vast deal of 
hostile criticism, although he had to is- 
sue .$150,000,000 of bonds to do so. The 
law requires the treasury to carry gold 
to meet these notes and experience has 
shown that it is not safe to have much 
less than if 100,000,000. This is what is 
known in the United States as the gold 
reserve. An impression prevails that 
the amount is fixed by lnw, but it is not. 
Sometimes, as at present, the reserve is 
above this amount. Often during the 
last five years it has been far below it. 

As the treasury is bound to redeem 
the meenbackB in gold or else see them 
depreciated in value, it follows that the 
easieet way to get gold in the United 
States ia to present greenbacks at the 
treasury for redemption. These noteB, 
when redeemed, must be paid out again 
in the ordinary course of business, so 
that any one note may bo redeemed 
over and over again. Thia is 
what is known as the endlesB 
chain. The Secretary of the Treasury 
proposes to retire the greenbacks. To do 
this he will, if authorized by congress, 
isue a loan, at 2}£ per cent, of bonds 
specifically payable, both interest and 
principal, in gold. He believes these 
would sell at par. They probably would 
do eo, for he further proposes to allow 
National bankB to issue notes to the full 
amount of whatever portion of the issue 
they may buy, under arrangements that 
would render it profitable for them to 
do so. He also further proposes to per 
mit the National banks to isBue notes to 
an amount equal to 25 per cent, of their 
capital, which notes the government will 
guarantee. 

These seem practical ideas, but we 
have very little hope of seeing them 
adopted. In the first place, they will 
necessitate a complete abandonment by 
the Republican party of any pretence of 
friendliness to bimetallism. Ones the 
United States issues bonds specifically 
redeemable in gold and the last nail will 
be driven in tho coffin of free silver. 
We do not believe tho preBent senate 
will pass any measure authorizing this, 
and if the congressional elections of 1S9S 
are run upon this issue, the Republic- 
ans will be utterly defeated, so that the 
next house of representatives would 
promptly throw the measure out. Secre- 
tary Gage is doubtless right in his views, 
bearing in mind the attitude of the 
European nations towards bimetallism ; 
but he will bo unable to convince tho 
American people of this. They will, In- 
cUnd, point out that right on the heels 
of the refusal of Great Britain to enter- 
tain tho proposals of the Bilver commis- 



sioners, comes this scheme of the Sec- 
retary, who must be presumed to repre- 
sent the President. The cry will be 
raiHed that President McKinley has sold 
out silver. The most extravagant asser- 
tions will be made in regard to the na- 
tional banks, and the whole country will 
be in an uproar. 



"SOUND MONEY." 

We are surprised to see Canadian 
papers falling into the American habit 
of speaking of " sound money." One of 
our leading Eastern exchanges joyfully 
exclaims, apropos of the resolution of 
the bankers on the Bubject of bimetal- 
lism : " Canada is for sound money." 
This is a rubbishy expression. It is ab- 
solutely meaningless. The British gov- 
ernment was asked to make certain con- 
cessions to the bimetallists. "Whether or 
not the request was to be granted de- 
pended upon a great variety of consider- 
ations, but the soundness of silver money 
had was not one of them. If tho lead- 
ing commercial nations agree that 16 
ounces of silver shall he equal to 1 ounce 
of gold, and shall so enact by law, silver 
and gold coinB, having that relative 
weight, will be equal in value, and both 
will be sound money. It is absurd to 
suppose that cold is any "sounder" 
than Bilver; for the value of both aa 
money depends upon legislation. When 
the production of gold in California was 
at its height, the proposition was seri- 
ously made that gold would have to bo 
demonetized; and since the beginning 1 
of the Klondyke excitement the sugges- 
tion has been repeated. If gold were 
demonetized it would drop in value at 
once, for less than a quarter of what has 
been produced annually heretofore has 
been used in the arts, and if it 
were as plentiful as iron, not very much 
more of it would be so used, because of 
its weight and Boftness. It holds 
itB value chiefly because the parliament 
of Great Britain baa declared that a cer- 
tain weight of it of a certain fineness 
Bhall he coined at the royal mint into a 
sovereign. Other nations have followed 
the example of Great Britain in making 
gold the only monetary standard, but 
once take this element away from it aDd 
gold money would be as *' unsound " aa 
any that can be imagined. Wo are not 
arguing for bimetallism. We are simply 
pointing out that the making of gold a 
financial fetich is absurd.

A MANUFACTURING POINT. 

The Columbian discusses the beat 
means of developing the business of 
New Westminster. Any one who has 
ever visited that city must have been 
impressed with the beauty of its situ- 
ation and its adaptability to become a 
great manufacturing centre. With a 
aplendid open river flowing in front of 
it, giving it an open harbor all the year 
round ; with railway facilities and an 
agricultural country tributary, which 
can supply food products at reasonable 
prices, New Westminster has everything 
needed in this respect. An important 
matter in connection with manufactures 
is the rate of wageB. This depends upon 
many considerations, one of the foremost 
being the price of audi leading articlea 
of diet aa butter, eggB, beet and 
vegetahlea. One of the largest manu- 
facturers in Canada said that thia was 
really the determiningquestion in regard 
to the location of factories employing 
much labor, for it is cheaper to carry 
manufactured products to a market than 
to bring provisions to the factory. Given 
conveniences for obtaining raw material 
and staple food products at reasonable 
prices and two of the most important re- 
quisites have been supplied. Another 
desideratum is a favorable climate, that 
is a climate which enables an operative 
to do a good day's work all the year 
round. It is evident that a manufac- 
turer can afford to pay a higher wage to 
operatives who can do this, than to those 
who must lose a certain proportion of 
their time either from excessive beat cr 
extreme cold. We do not mean actual 
days lost, hut the diminution in the 
amount done, in a day because of ex- 
treme weather. New Westminster has 
an ideal climate in this respect; for an 
operative can do his full allotment of 
work aB well atone time of the year as 
another. This ia true of other places on 
the Coast, but we are now considering 
the case of New Westminster. In view 
of all these things and the further fact 
that there is an unlimited supply of 
fresh water flowing by their doors, it 
seems to us that the people of the FraBer 
Valley city have every reason to feel hope- 
ful over the prospects of the place from 
a manufacturing point of view, and we 
are glad to see the Columbian take the 
matter up. 



We confess to being unable to see the 
point of the Mail" and Fmpire'a remark 
about the last Canadian loan, that " it 
was worth every cent paid for it."

When Joe received the newa he was 
working at Sooke and drinking hard. 
One day about seven or eight years ago 
he Btarted for Victoria and never was 
Been afterwards." 



Joe Williams, against whom the police 
have a series of burglaries and thefts, 
occupies the attention of the police court 
yesterday morning and afternoon, and 
was committed for trial on all six 
charges. These are breaking into Por- 
ter'B butcher shop and trying to blow 
the safe, stealing the tools he needed for 
the safe breaking, from Morrison's black- 
smith shop; robbing Smith's barber 
shop, burglary of the Occidental bar 
room, stealing pig iron from Turner, 
Beeton & Co.'s wharf, and the brass 
fittings and leal pipe from Porter's 
cottages. Young Frank Lynn, the boy 
associated with Williams, proved one 
of the principal witnesses, and there was 
enough other witnesses to put Williams 
in a tight place, namely, the provincial 
jail, where ho will await trial. 

The Port Townsend correspondent of 
the San Francisco Call gives his paper 
the following spicy little item, which is 
not without interest also to Victoria 
readers : " It leaked out to-day that ex- 
Collector Saunders and Rev. J. E. Gard- 
ner, Chinese interpreter, of San Fran- 
cisco, who translated the Yee Geo letters 
and assisted in the prosecution of the 
case, had a personal altercation in Se- 
attle shortly after the letters wore pub- 
lished.

Interference of friends prevented 
further hostilities."

The Farallon had among her passen- 
gers fourteen Klondyke people, who had 
braved innumerable hardships coming 
out by the Dalton trail, and who had left 
Dawson with the fear of famine before 
their eyes as late as the 10th of Septem- 
ber. They bear additional testimony to 
the hapless condition of the Northern 
city as to food supplies, and bring the 
word also that a messenger had arrived 
from down the river just prior to their 
departure, warning them not to look for 
help to tho St. Michael's neighborhood. 

Whether this messenger was Captain 
Hansen of "the Commercial Company's 
Margaret, they canno,t say ; the fact of 
the distance to be travelled from the 
point at which his vessel is stranded, iB 
against tho supposition, and it inuBt bo 
concluded, therefore, that someone has 
anticipated Hansen in hia heroic miB 
sion. 

Pestilence as well as famine, according 
to their report, threatens Dawson, and 
this bad news is corroborated and con- 
firmed by Cliff Moore and a companion, 
who, leaving the Klondyke capital on 
the 7th ultimo, found the river and Chil 
coot pass route an easier and cheaper, 
though a longer, way back to the com 
forts of the world. Mr. Moore does not 
share the general apprehension in re- 
gard to the scarcity of supplies in the far 
North. Indeed, he saya there will not 
even be any real suffering for food during 
the approaching winter, 

As every cloud has its silver lining, 
the just returned Klondykers say that 
the past summer's discoveries on Skoo- 
kum gulch and on Henderson's creek 
are proving rich beyond the moBt san- 
guine anticipations ; while the report is 
given by another traveller competent to 
Bpeak on the subject somewhat authori- 
tatively, that a new water route from 
Teslin lake to the upper Yukon has been 
located; by which, in the event of neces- 
sity, Bupphes can be taken into Dawson, 
even in the heart of winter, within thirty 
days after leaving Victoria. 
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TERRORS OF THE TRAIL. 

Hunger and Cold and Blindness Combine 
Against the Unfortunate Travellers. 

With both starvation and plague con- 
fronting them and the daily discoveries 
of gold only mocking their desperation, 
the picture of Dawson's citizens that is 
drawn by the Klondykers returning by 
the steamer Farallon early on Sunday 
morning, is pitiable in the extreme. 

These latest messengers from the gold 
fields are fourteen innumber — a combin- 
ation of four parties, the last of which 
left the beleaguered city on the 10th of 
September, and consisted of Grey Stuart 
of New York, and two companions. 
Charlie Fries, the owner of claim 9 Bon- 
anza, Archie Burns, Matt. Wood and an 
Indian guide were two days in advance 
of them, but as Fries and his compan- 
ions were forced to break the way, the 
Stuart party gained an advantage by 
their work, and the two little companies 
united before the mid of Dalton'a trail 
was reached, and all arrived at Dyea to- 
gether. 

Earlier in the hazardous march the 
Fries party had picked up two half- 
Btarved men also on their way out, 
O'Donnell and Schwatka by name, and 
had by a sacrifice of part of their own 
slender store, been instrumental in sav- 
ing the lives of these unfortunates. At 
Dal ton's Post a company of six, headed 
by John Fry, was fallen in with, and a 
tale of Buffering and privation was heard 
such as only men who have braved the

terrors of starvation in the heart of the 
wilderness can understand. 

When the John Fry party— including 
also Tom and Jerry Trippe and C. 
Holden— left Dawson they had only 
thirty poundB of provisions, for this waa 
all that the citizens' safety QQmBliitSO 
would allow to be t?.ken bv them from 
tad 5en.vra.l_ store, for their 300 mile 
tramp. Had uJS aiiow not obliterated 
all traces of the trail thiB might have 
been sufficient to carry them through, 
bat with the snow knee-deep upon the 
barren mountains all Bigns of the road 
were destroyed, and for days the fugi- 
tives from the famine-threatened city 
staggered blindly forward, their last 
ounce of food gone and desperation alone 
forcing them on. 

After fasting three days and draggirg 
out a similar period with an owl that had 
fallen in their way as rations for the en- 
tire party, Fry and his friends were re- 
duced to the necessity of boiling and 
eating a pice of rawhide and the tops of 
their boots, this last-emergency diet 
giving them strength to push on to the 
river where several dog salmon were 
cauaht by the IndianB. 

" You may say the dog ealmon isn't 
good to eat," said one of the ill-slarred 
company Sunday morning. " I can't 
agree. Next to that ' flat-faced phea- 
sant' that fed us for three days, i've 
never taBted anything more delicious 
Starving in a moderately mild climate 
isn't half so bad as going through the 
northern snows on an empty stomach. 
That kind of Btarving gives a man an 
appetite that doesn't wait for pato de 
foie. 

" When we reached Dalton's one of 
our men waB mad from hunger and an- 
other totally blind from the enow and 
sun. They fell exhausted a quarter of a 
mile from the cabin. We dragged them 
there and found that Dalton had gone. 
A note on the door said that he had no- 
thing to sell, but that any starving men 
could get the key from the Indians liv- 
ing near, and take enough for their ne- 
cessities. 

" That meant us, and we went for the 
Indians. At first they would not let us 
have the key and said they could not 
read the notice. Then we got our axes 
to break in the door, and seeing that sve 
meant to have supplies they opened the 
cabin and the danger of death waB 
paBt." 

At the time Fries and his companions 
left Dawson, on September 14, fully 400 
people had purchased their tickets for 
St. Michael's, intending to go down the 
river on the steamers that will not reach 
the beleaguered city until spring releas 
es the ice. All these, when time passed 
and no steamers with supplies came, 
would have gladly chanced the dangers 
of the trail had they been able to secure 
food for the trip out. 

This, however, was impossible, and 
although every day intensifies the terror 
of tho situation, all must perforce re 
main who have not stores of their own 
to draw upon. Some will no doubt try 
to make Rampart City, the nearest baae 
of supplies, though 700 miles away, and 
thence convey food back to Dawson 
This will, however, be an almost im- 
possible task in the dead of an Arctic 
winter. 

" To add to the misery of their posi 
tion," says Mr. Fries, " every day sees 
the terrible satire enated of one or two 
or three hundred new arrivals — men who 
have braved the dangers of trail and 
river, and have risked their lives count 
less times perhaps, with ' On to Klon 
dyke ' aa their cry, and the fixed deter- 
mination to reach Dawson at any coBt, 
Now that they are there they find curses 
their welcome, and would give almost 
anything to escape from this Mecca of 
their late desires. 

'Sickness, too, prevails. No one 
seems to know exactly what the plague 
is, but it is reducing the population of 
Dawson by from three to five daily. It 
is something like typhoid, this disease, 
but it has one most unusual feature, in 
that the body turns black from about the 
waist to the neck- within twenty-four 
hourB generally of the time tho sufferer 
ia taken ill, and almost coincident with 
death the body commences to give forth 
a moBt offensive odor. 

"The doctors there cannot define the 
disease as yet — they would be glad if any 
of their contemporaries in civilization 
could aid them with suggestions. It is 
not anything like scurvy, for the new- 
omers seem just as likely to go down 
before it as the old timers who have been 
in tho country for years. 

"When we left Dawson there waB a 
population there of fully S.000. Three 
thousand men or more had come in 
since, Inly, and an average of 25 boats 
per day, with from live to fifteen men in 
ach, were coming in, The majority of 
hese have enough provisions to last 
hem for a time, but a great number had 
unhappily discarded their grub nnd 
:ome in very light, with the expectation 
of buying supplies in Dawson, where just 
now food cannot be procured for all the 
gold in the country. On September 14 
there were, counting private supplies as 
common property, about four sacks of 
Hour per man, and you may guess how 
long that would last with the population 
glowing daily. 

"Noone thinks much or talks much 
of gold there at present. It is food or 
starvation that is the all-absorbing topic. 
Still there have been some great, discov- 
eries this season — those at Skookum 
gulch and on Henderson creek particu- 
larly. The former runB up from Bonan- 
za creek', and Dick Lowe, tho discoverer, 
who has hie claim at the entrance to the 
gulch, haa with the help of but one man 
been taking out 25 pounda of gold a day. 

" He haa from three to four hundred 
pounds stored away now, and this gold 
is of much finer quality than that from 
the El Dorado. In fact all the Bonanza 
gold iB. Tho Gulch iB all taken up, and 
I believe all of Henderson creek is staked 
too, althoueh I don't know so much 
about it. There will bo great shipments 
of gold out of Dawson in the spring — 
such shipments aB will astonish the 
world and visibly afiect its gold supply." 

When Grey Stuart and his two com- 
panions loft Dawson two days later than 
Fries, a messenger had arrived from 
down the river to Eound the warning 
and advise all to escape to where food iB 
to be obtained. Shipments of cattle 
were still coming down the trail, but not 
in sufficient quantity to dispel the prac- 
tical certainty of starvation for some, 
and great suffering for all. With the 
snow eo deep aa to make thirteen days 
the leaBt time in which anyone could 
reach Five Fingers, and the obliterated 
path to civilization an almost impassa- 
ble one, the condition of those who 
attempt escape is about as bad as that of 
those remaining. While the fact that 
there is no wood on either of the three 
summits of the Dalton trail, adds to the "yy

unhappineBB of the condition of those 
who may eBeay flight by this avenue of 
egress. 

A. F. Cotton, P.L.S., who also was a 
passenger by the Farallon, throws a ray 
of hopeful light on the desolate outlook. 
He, in company with Mr. J. S. Bowker, 
of this city, has been exploring the 
Stickeen river route as a winter way into 
the upper river country, and incidentally 
they have found very rich mining ground 
on the upper reaches ot the Hootalinqua. 
During the absence of the party of which 
he was a member, Mr. Cotton says they 
have located a route hitherto untravelled, 
and taking in several Btreams that are 
not delineated on any existing maps. 
By these atreaniB, and a crossing of 
Telatan river, lie states that it is possible 
to reach Dawson with only six miles of 
land travel from Teslin lake; and so 
convinced is he of the practicability of 
the new trail that ho is willing to take 
two tons of provisions into Dawson this 
winter, counting upon making delivery 
of them within thirty days after leaving 
Victoria. 



" FARALLON 'S " CONTRIBUTION. 

Very Little Gold, and That Little From 
Cook's Inlet, Not From the 
Klondyke. 

The Farallon brought very little gold 
from the North, and that little the pro- 
duct of the Cook's Inlet mines, not the 
richer placers of the Klondyke region. 
Each of the fourteen miners who came 
through by Dalton's trail from Dawson 
has just Buflicient dust to cover his ex- 
penses for the winter with him, and will 
return to his claim with the coming of 
spring. Certain it is that no one would 
attempt to bring out gold in any quantity 
over the terrible trail that is now the 
only way of escape from starving Daw- 
son. 

The Cook's Inlet gold was the property 
for the most part of Mr. Smith, the pio- 
neer mine owner of that part of the 
world, and MrB. White, hiH partner, who 
also returned by Sunday moraine's 
stnamer. Between them they had $10,- 
000 in dust or thereabouts, besides sev- 
eral good nuggets ot rather flat, dark- 
looking gold, that ruus somewhat higher 
in quality than the gc-neral Cook's Inlet 
article. Mr. Smith's treasure sack was 
leaking a bit as he paced the Bteamer's 
deck on the homeward voyage, and aa a 
result the gold of the world is short per- 
haps live or six ounces. 

The Cook's Inleters have not much 
news to communicate in regard to their 
mines. No new strikes of any conse- 
quence have been heard of during the 
present season, they say, although the 
sixteen established mines have been 
working steadily throughout the year, 
and with generally satisfactory results. 

Of the 115 passengers making up the 
Farallon'a complement, the majority 
were returning residents of British Co- 
lumbia, Washington and Oregon, who 
have been working on the Dyea and 
Skagway trails, and are now home for 
the winter months. Of these twenty or 
mure disembarked here, inclusive of 
Messrs. Cotton and Bowker, John 
Grant, William and John Dalby, Ed- 
ward Hodges, Munroe, T. Mclnnes, 
Hulburt, L. Arthur, Frank Turner, Mc- 
R le, George Wilson, Eli Hume, Arthur 
Biinuerman, Edward Davis, D. Gove and 
William Hyman— the latter two being 
of Vancouver, and Mr. Hyman being the 
owner of what ia described as the 
"gamest little bit of horseflesh that 
ever stood on four legs," 

Of perhaps 3,500 horses placed on the 
so-called trail out of Skagway during 
the pa-it six months, not more than two 
hundred at the moat survive — and of 
these very, very few have been over the 
road more than once. 

" The gamest " has, however, boen to 
and from the lakes not once, but Beven 
times, and thoueh at present little more 
than a tangle of bones with a blanket of 
loose flesh and dirty grey hair over 
them, there ia plenty of grit in her yet, 
and a pleaaant future to be lived out. 
Mr. Hyman is prouder of this living 
skeleton than any racing man of the 
fleetest representative of his stables, and 
he is determined that she shall end her 
days in idleness and comfort — after earn- 
ing just a little more tor him as a muse- 
Uta curiosity. 

When the Farallon left Skagway con- 
siderable speculation was being indulire.1 
in as to the chances ot the latest detach- 
ment of Mounted Police going in run- 
ning short of supplies during the winter. 
The company with which Messrs. Dalby 
and Grant were identified, had the con- 
tract to take the police stores over to the 
lakes, and sent some 200 horses up for 
the work. They decided to take halt 
the cargo over the White Pass route and 
half by the Chilcoot. Horses dying al- 
most daily and a succession of other un- 
anticipated obstacles intervened, how- 
ever, as a result of which the contract is 
but. half accomplished. For the first 
consignments put through 00 cents a 
pound had to be paid tor packing twelve 
miles, between Sheep Camp and Lake 
Llndeman. Then 40 cents was accepted, 
and now, the biiow having fallen, noth- 
ing can be got through at any price. 

There was no indication at the Lake 
Linderman or Lake Bennett camp of 
impending hardships when the last trips 
were made; and it will be gratifying for 
Victorians to know that all the parties 
from this city have accomplished their 
aim of getting down the river, the Baker- 
Bryce company leaving in the boats on 
the 2nd September, and the Conlin- 
Behnsen party four days later. 

At the time ot the Farallon'a sailing 
from the gateway of the passes on the 
17th instant, the D. G. S. Quadra whb 
steaming trom Dyea to Skagway. She 
had landed at Dyea her distinguished 
party, consisting of Hon. Clifford Sifton, 
Minister of the Interior; Major Walsh, 
administrator of the Yukon district; 
Judge McGuire, the new interior judge; 
F. C. Wade, recorder and commissioner 
of mines for the district; William Ogil- 
vie, D. G. S. ; Commissioner King, ot the 
boundary survey ; and about a dozen 
mounted police with eighty or a hun- 
dred dogs. 

Hon. Mr. Sifton proposes to make tho 
journey over the Chilcoot Pass and on to 
Tagish lake, returning via the Skagway 
trail, so that from personal experience 
lie will be ablo to advise his colleagues 
in the cabinet when questions arise re- 
garding the conditions and necessities of 
theso localities. Major Walsh is to pro- 
ceed down the Yukon to the field ot his 
labois. Hon. Mr. Sitton on his return 
will he accompanied by Messrs. King 
« ti,l Oiilvrio. The Quadra will await the 
return of the party at Skagway, and will 
then proceed to Juneau, returning to 



Victoria some time about the end of the 
present week. 

Hard luck appears to have made its 
appearance almost as soon as the party 
got to work, a pack train of 25 horses 
sent ahead with the outfits losing ten 
animals in two days. To wait for the 
snow to pack and then utilize the dogs 
appears to be the only feasible plan for 
Commissioner Walsh to adopt. 



ANOTHER VIEW OF THE CASE. 

Cliff Moore Does Not Think the Situation 
at Dawson Is So Critical-Murder 
and Accidents. 

Cliff Moore and his little son, Morris 
Moore, with N. 0. Woodring, formed the 
City ot Seattle's Dawson City brigade 
arriving here yesterday. They had left 
the Klondyke capital on the 7th Septem- 
ber, a week in advance of the Charles 
Fries' party, and not because they were 
at all apprehensive of a famine, but for 
the simple reason that they preferred a 
winter in civilizatiou. Instead of taking 
the Dalton trail they poled up the Yu- 
kon and Lewis rivers, at considerably 
less expense and with much greater 
comfort than was the portion of those 
coming out by Dalton's route. Tho Yu- 
kon, at the time they paBsed up it, waB 
still clear, and in fact no ice to amount 
to anything waB at any time encounter- 
ed. From live to thirty-five downward 
boats were passed daily, some bound for 
the Stewart but the majority for Daw- 
son, and as all appeared well down in tho 
water it was evident their owners had 
complete outfits with them. 

Moore and his partner do not agree 
with the majority who have recently 
come out of Dawson — that there will be 
misery and starvation there this winter. 
Iu fact they go so far as to assert that 
there will be food supplies left on hand 
when the first steamers got up the river 
in the spring. Moore, who has been 
tending bar at Dawson for some time 
past, baBes his hopeful statement on the 
ground that there were heavy stocks at 
Circle City last year which this Biimmer 
were transferred to Dawson. Besides, 
several steamers arrived during the open 
season from the mouth of the river with 
stocks, and according to his own obser- 
vations Beveu-eighths of tho new arrivald 
reach Dawson with a year's outfit of pro- 
visions. This augmentation of the gen- 
eral store will, he believes, prevent the 
possibility of anyone going hungry. 

" Tho Commercial Company tight now 
have enough food at Dawson to fill this 
warehouse to the roof," he observed yes- 
terday, standing in the spacious sheds at 
the ocean dock ai he spoke and waving 
his hand generally around him. " Why 
don't they sell? Why, because they 
don't want to see unprincipled specu- 
lators monopolize the food supply and 
coin money out of the necessities of 
those who must live and haven't the 
stores themselves. When the time 
comes to open the warehouses they will 
not bo found empty by any means. No, 
it is not likely that relief could be 
brought in from Rampart City, for that 
place is 700 miles away. But relief will 
not be needed." 

"That's about the size of it," ex- 
presses Mr. Woodring's coincidence with 
tiie view of the situation taken by his 
friend. They have not been partners 
save on the journey out, Moore acting as 
a barman at Dawson, while Woodring 
haB been working for wages on one of the 
Bonanza claims. They have between 
them about $6,500 in dust to show for 
their season's work, and it is perhaps 
superfluous to say they will go up again 
in the spring. 

The story ot a deliberate and particu- 
larly brutal murder at Tagish lake was 
brought by the City of Seattle, and con- 
firmed by Messrs. Moore and Woodring. 
Word of the commission of the crime 
was first received at Skagway from 
Franklin Scott and David Thompson, 
who reached there on the 14th from 
Dawson City. Three Seattle men who 
were making their way into the Yukon 
had camped near Tagish lake, and two 
of them — Henderson and Peterson — be- 
came involved in a quarrel, as a result 
of which Henderson deliberately stabbed 
Peterson with a bowie knife. 

While the wounded man lay helpless 
upon the ground, his assailant beat him 
about the head with a revolver until 
Peterson's head and face were practically 
reduced to a jelly. The third man, hor- 
rified at the trightful crime, ran to an 
adjoining camp, and, returning with aid, 
secured Henderson to a tree. Thero\the 
murderer was allowed to remain under 
guard for ten days, when a detachment 
of the Canadian Mounted Police arrived 
and received tho prisoner. They will 
convey him to Dawson and there place 
him upon his trial for murder, the case 
being in all probability the lirst criminal 
action with which Judge McGuire will 
be required to deal. The murder is 
described by the third partner as brutal 
and absolutely without justification of 
any sort. 

Accidents, too, have been quite fre- 
quent ot late along the trails and on the 
lakes. On Like Bennett recently, Joe 
McManus, Peter Wyvilla and Joe Pro- 
chin, all of San Francisco, were capsized 
through a gnat of wind catching the sail 
while Mc.Manns was in the act of lowering 
it. McManus was the only one to go 
over, but Wyvilla sprang to his assistance 
and would doubtless have saved his com- 
panion had not the latter in a frenzy of 
terror clasped him about the neck and 
dragged him also down to death. The 
single survivor of the little party is at 
present at lake Bennett, and will proba- 
bly remain there now until the spring 
cornea. 

Still another fatality is reporfel by 
Mr. J. A. Coatello, of the Seattle Times, 
who, like Moore and Woodring, returned 
by the Seattle yesterday. The victim in 
this case was Silaa C. Hamilton, of 
Seattle, who was drowned at Summit 
lake on the 8th of the present month. 
Hamilton was a member of the Wesley 
Young party, the came party with which 
young Fowler, who lost his life in Dyea 
river, was connected. This latest acci- 
dent was the result of the boat founder- 
ing, and Young himself had an un- 
pleasantly close call for his life. 

Mr. Costello left here with the inten- 
tion of going through, and was well 
ahead at Lake Bennett. Losing hiB out- 
lit through a shipwreck at the lake, he 
returned to Skagway intending to winter 
there and press on in the spring. Re- 
ceiving a telegram, however, which ad- 
vised him of his daughter's death, he 
took advantage of the first opportunity 
to return to hia afflicted home. 

A mournful reminder of diaappointed 
hopes of wealth waa seen on the deck of 
the Seattle when ahe reached port yes- 
terday. This waa a plain deal shell in 
which the remains of Alvin Van Buren, 
who left Snohomish a few months ago 
with high hopes of reaping a fortune 
packing over the trail for the 



gold seekers going to the Yukon. 
It Beems that when Van .rJBuren 
waa bidding farewell to hiB friends in 
Snohomish in the early summer, one of 
them said with a foreboding of coming 
ill that ho feared Van Buren would leave 
his bones in AlaBka. Van Buren laughed 
at this and sot out accompanied by his 
family, with high hopes of making good 
money with a pack train he took with 
him. A few weeks ago he rose in the 
morning on the Skagway trail, Btarted 
out a little way and then came back to 
tho tent where aome of hia companions 
were, saying that he felt faint. He grew 
gradually weaker, and turning to a chum 
said : 

" Boys, it's hard to die here, but I 
guess I'm gone," and with that he died. 

This is not the only fatality lately for 
Mr. W. Clifford Bid well, of Tacoma, who 
for the paat five weeks has been in Skag- 
way on business for a Tacoma firm, said 
yesterday that ho had heard just a day 
or two before he left, that two Indian 
packors had met their deaths on the 
summit of the Ohilkoot Pass. The only 
particulars he learned were that the un- 
fortunates had been caught by a terrible 
blizzard, and had either boon swept 
away or had in the blinding etorm fallen 
over some precipice, for their bodies had 
not been recovered. 

The City of Seattle brought latest 
news of Willis Thorp's party who atart 
ed to go over the Dalton trail in Sep 
tember with 100 head of cattle. The 
venturo had to be reluctantly abandon- 
ed after 35 of the horses had died, and 
on her way from the North the steamer 
took from the Chilcoot trail to Skagway 
what remained of the stock the party 
had started with. 

On the 15th of September the party 
had Btarted from Haines Mission with 
00 head of cattle and .'10 head of horses. 
When they had got in 150 miles on their 
journey a blinding anowBtorm struck 
the outfit, and in one night 20 of the 
horses perished, while the following 
night five or six more died. 

Seeing the futility of proceeding under 
Btich difficulties the party started on 
their return to the" Coast. While 
he still considers the Dalton trail a good 
one in the Bummer months, Mr. Thorp 
has concluded that it is not suitable to 
travel on so late in the Eeason. Now he 
intends trying to get his cattle over the 
Skagway trail, and will kill them on the 
other side near the lakes, freeze the 
meat and take it through as Boon as pos- 
sible in the spring. 

TALKS WITll'pASSENGERS. 

Each of Many Arrivals Has Something to 
Add to the Budget of News From 
the North. 

One of the returning passengers by 
the City of Seattle yesterday was Frank 
Byrne, who is on his way back to Seat 
tie after putting in a couple of months 
packing on the Dyea trail. Mr. Byrne 
took tho philosophical view that as he 
could not get his supplies through this 
year, it would bo better to sell them and 
go to packing. This he did and as wages 
ranged from $15 to $18 a day he did aB 
well, he believes, as if he had gone 
through to Dawson City. He states that 
before he left the wire had arrived at 
Dyea for the proposed aerial tramway 
over the pass. 

An old Cariboo miner who is no doubt 
remembered by many of the early day 
Victorians is Richard Willoughby, who 
now lives at Juneau, but who arrived 
by the Seattle yesterday on his way east 
for a trip. As he has made a little for 
tune of $50,000 he can well afford tho 
rest. Mr. Willoughby, who is better known 
as Dick Willoughby is the happy possess 
or of what is supposed to be the only 
skin in existance of the now extinct 
Stellar's sea cow. Authorities on na 
tural history state that the last known 
instance of one of these^mmalB was in 
the last century. Mr. Willoughby pur- 
chased this treasure- from the Indians 20 
years ago and has brought it witli him 
from Juneau. The eea cow was some- 
thing like a walrus ; it had no hind legs 
but' terminate in a tail like a whale. 

There were several Victorians who 
came from Dyea and Skagway 
by the Seattle, among them Mr 
II. A. Macaulay, MesBra. John Wil- 
liam, Capt. H. C. Tackaberry, Capt. Ed- 
ward Clements, Fred Marcus, Rudolph 
Campbell, A. and F. Deeming, Louis 
Holmes, A. McCulloch, and Anton Hen- 
derson. Mr. Macaulay has been parti 
cularly fortunate, according to the re- 
port of his fellow passengers, having had 
practically a monopoly of late in the 
packing business on the Dyea trail, and 
as a result making a clean-up that is a 
delight to his friends. 

Joe Macaleer, a minor from Sumdum 
Bay, in Alaska, came by the SeatLle iu 
search (if medical treatment for 
his hand which he injured while 
mining. A pieces ot logging fell on his 
banding tearing tho thumb almost oil'. 
Mr. Macaleer had been at Cooks Inlet 
and describes as a fable the stories of 
the rich finds there. He says the tales 
of large amounts of gold taken out ot the 
Cooks Inlet mines will simply gull the 
unwary. 

J. Blaisdell. who has been working on 
the tamouH Treadwell mine, returned 
yesterday on hiB way home to Kent, 
Washington. Tho Treadwell, which is 
now running 300 stamps will, he says, 
have two more mills next year, with a 
total ot 000 stamps. • 

Alter his experience in conveying 
Mounted Pulice supplies, Mr. William 
Dal by 'a advice to intending Klondykers 
ia to avoid the Skagway trail next 
spring. Out of (ifty-Iour horses, four- 
teen were lost, and the work, Mr. Dalby 
Hays, was something beyond description. 
Contrary to expectation, no great num- 
ber of men will be encamped this winter 
on the BhoreB ot Lake Teslin, most of 
those who have got through having al- 
ready started down the lake. Mr. Dalby 
estimates that about 1,500 men have 
succeeded in getting as tar as tho lake, 
and all the VictorianB except the J I al- 
bert party are included iu that number" 
Mr. Hulbert has returned to the coaat. 

As an instance ot tho arduons nature 
of the work of packing ovsr tho Skag- 
way trail, Mr. Dalby mentions that 
Mr. Anton Henderson lost every one of 
his horses, twenty-eight in number.

over it during the past few weeks only 
200 survive, will give some idea ot the 
kilting nature of the work. Trail there 
was none as a matter of fact, and ub a 
means of getting into the Yukon coun- 
try after the spring of the year it is, in 
its present condition, simply out 
of the question. After the iirBt of 
February it should, however, be 
an easier route than the Dyea 
inasmuch as tho pass iB 1,000 feet lower; 
and over the Skagway river, thence 
acrosB tho mountain and the meadows 
on tho other side, sleighing should be 
very good. Those who have a year'B 
supply ot provisions should be able to 
work themselves over either the Dyea or 
White Pass routeB. And in regard to 
future transportation Mr. Grant Baya 
there should ho no difficulty in building 
a IirBt class pack trail or an excellent 
wagon road. He is willing to take a 
contract to transport anything from 
:i,000 to 20,000 tons of freight 
from Skagway to Lake Bennett 
at three cents per pound, exclusive of 
what may be exacted by way of tolls. 
From Lake Bennett no one should have 
any difficulty, as any one who knows 
anything about boating has a clear way 
ahead. Lumber can ho obtained for 
boats from the Skagway mill, which has 
a capacity ot 15,000 feet every ten hours, 
tho present price being i}-'5 per thousand 
feet. u

way or Dyea trails, while by way of the 
Stickeen this could be commenced by the 
middle of January.

A FOSSIL SEA SERPENT. 

r.tioalus of an Ancient Saurian round III 
Colorado. 

Tho University of Denver has a very 
interesting fossil. It is an ancient rep- 
tile. The parts preserved uro in an al 
most complete vortebrnl column, about 
10 feet long and containing i)0 verte- 
bra, portions of tho head and a fow of 
the arm bones. Sovcral teoth are in al- 
most perfect condition. Nearly all the 
bones are woll petrified, but aomo rotain 
u half bony structure. Professor Lee of 
tho university thus writes about it: 

"Tho specimen is a gift to tho uni- 
versity from John Keegan of Fluglcr. 
Tho manner in which it was found is 
interesting. Ono day a Mexican herds 
man rodo into Flagler and reported that 
his horso stumbled and fell ovor a long 
string of bones. The man pioked up ono 
of tho bones and was surprised to find 
it heavy nB stone. Ho carried a piece to 
the town, and Mr. Keegan saw that the 
bones might bo of scientific interest. 
He drove to the placo and found about 
12 feet of the vertebral column lying on 
tho ground, as it had lain through count- 
less thousunds of years. There it had 
been left when the rock decayed from 
around it. About four feet of the tail 
was still imbedded in the solid rock. 
This was carefully dug out and the 
whole skeleton preserved by Mr. Keo- 
gan, who sent it to the university, 
where his son became interested in the 
study of geology. 

"Mr. Keegan reports that whilo the 
specimen was in his possession it was 
examined by several geologists. From 
them wo loam that tho bones nro from 
the uppermost cretaceous formation of 
that region. Tho placo of preservation 
was so near tho division between creta- 
ceous aud tertiary rock that they could 
not determine the ago definitely. Fur- 
ther study, however, shows that the 
reptile is a cretaceous form. 

"During cretaceous time not only 
tho greater part of Colorado, but the 
greater part of tho western half of the 
continent, was a shallow sea, dotted 
here and there with islands. The age of 
reptiles was nearing its close. Those 
clumsy, overgrown monsters which we 
ure familiar with as inhabitants of tho 
Denver region had reached their culmi- 
nation and wero ready to pass out of 
existence forever as soon as tho new 
conditions were inaugurated at tho end 
of tho age. Among these reptile forms 
wo iind the ancestors of the modern ser- 
pents. During tho cretaceous period tho 
seas were inhabited by long, snakeliko 
reptiles called by Cope pythonamorpha, 
or mosasanria. He gives threo genera — 
clidastcs, platecarpus and rnesusauras. 
It is in one of these genera of sea ser- 
pents that our monster must bo placed. 
It is difficult to locate it definitely, be- 
oauso so many of tho characteristic 
parts are destroyed. 

"I sent somo of tho bones to tho de- 
partment of tho national geological sur- 
vey nt Washington aud received word 
that 'the specimen is probably a clidas- 
tcs, although tho jaw is more runssivo 
and tho teeth nro more compressed than 
in the only specimens wo have. I think 
that you probably havo one of tho most 
complete vertebral columns of this 
group of marine reptiles in existence. 
Tho tail is particularly fine nnd gives 
me a much better improssiou of the 
depth and compression of this part of 
tho body.' After careful examination 
of tho published descriptions I was led 
to the opinion that tho species has not 
been described heretofore. 

"If ono can imagiuo a long, slender 
reptile, sometimes 70 feet in length, not 
quite as slender as the modern serpent, 
and having two pairs of short, paddle- 
like foot, one will have a fairly good 
idea of this class of reptiles. They were 
groat sea sorpents aud wero covered 
with bony scales, as Professor Marsh 
has shown. I havo referred to them as 
tho ancestors of snakes. Tho form of 
the body was very snakeliko, and the 
long jaw shows a mechanism similar 
to that of serpents which makes it pos- 
sible to swallow tho food whole. Their 
habits seem to havo been serpentlike, 
and they lived during the age immedi- 
ately preceding tho introduction of true 
snakes. It is an easy step from an aui- 
malliko clidastcs to tho modern serpent. 
Just drop off his limbs or make them 
rudimentary and make the brtdy a little 
more slender and tho change is com- 
plete. " — Denver Republican. 



Hugo's Uouho. 

His house was constructed nffer the 
fashion of Lis library and of his genius, 
with much of grandeur and majesty in 
tho whole, many brilliant beauties, 
many gaps and some small things iu 
detail. It was above all composite. Ah 
in his books, he reconstructed in his 
house everything he made uso of. Be- 
ing furnished and decorated whilo ho 
was composing "The Legend of the 
Centuries," it resembled theso poems. 
Tho Old and tho New Testaments had 
their place there; the Gothic dominated; 
tho sixteenth aud following centuries 
down to tho revolution are represented. 
Guernsey had for a long timo been the 
resort of pirates and smugglers, so old 
riches abounded in the houses of Saint 
Pierre-Port. In hunting for them Victor 
Hugo laid his hands upon somo mar- 
vels. What he did not find in the two 
islands he had bought elsewhere, espe- 
cially iu Holland. Ho rurely left the 
furniture and tho curios as ho found 
them. He demolished them to put them 
together anew, making mactel pieces 
out of strong boxes, bed canopies out of 
altar hangings, chimney pieces out of 
church stalls and chandeliers out of al- 
tar candlesticks, imagining and combin- 
ing things still more beautiful with ele- 
ments magnificent in themselves. Being 
an excellent designer aud a laborious 
and skillful workman, he wiolded the 
tools with his own hands. — Gustavo 
Lnrroumct in Chautauquan.

Filter Beds How Require a Waste 
Pipe at a Small [Additional 
Cost. 



The city council had a short buEinees 
session last night, in which they polished 
off quite a list of .[business. The com- 
munications dealt principally with 
streets and drains, tho first being from 
Mr. J. Htitcheson, who pointed out that 
he had gone to considerable expense to 
have tile drainB laid from his residence, 
and that lately he was obliged by the in- 
spector to disconnect from the drain and 
put in an earth closet, which was nioro 
objectionable. He offered to Bhure the 
expense in running tho tile drains to 
connect with the main eewer near the 
Reformed Episcopal church, the whole 
cost being estimated at $150. This was 
referretl to the sewerage committee and 
city engineer to report, after a little dis- 
cussion in which the Mayor remarked 
that the city could not share in the ex- 
pense unless tho work was a permanent 
one. 

A request by James Blackburn for a 
small ditch to keep the water from 
Alfred street flooding his property, was 
referred to the street committee, and a 
complaint from Yates ifc Jay that Eome 
property belonging to Mr. Hay ward on 
Erie street was injured by sewage run- 
ning over it, was sent to the street com- 
mittee and sanitary officer. 

C. M. Cookeon complained of a defec- 
tive box drain causing trouble to his 
property on Johnson Btreet and J. D. 
Warren directed attention to the bad 
condition of Telegraph Btreet. Both let- 
ters went to the street committee. 

J. W. Keller wanted to know if the 
city is calling for tenders for sewer pipe 
Ys. He will be answered in the nega- 
tive. 

Aid. Partridge had something to say 
on the following report of the City En- 
gineer, which was endorsed by the 
water works special committee : 

Oct. 19, 1897. 

To Ids Worship tlie Mayor. 

Sir,— Referring to the proposed extension 
of the pipes from the supply main through 
tho main dam wall ot the lilter beds, I 
would call your attention to the fact that 
the open channels into which they dis- 
charge on top of the culverts, as at present 
constructed, have no outlets, and there is 
no way of letting the water oil' from the fil- 
ter beds, excepting by draining through tho 
filtering material and passing off through 
the waste pipe, which arrangement, in tho 
event of a filter bed becoming clogged, 
would be liable to cause serious delay in 
emptying it, that might result in a tem- 
porary shortage in the supply of filtered 
water for city use. In order to fncilitato 
the emptying of the filter beds and also 
afford a means of drawing off tho 
water from the channel above re- 
ferred to, which otherwise will have to 
be bailed out, I would respectfully 
recommend that a pipe be put through the 
wnll of each filter bed from the bottom of 
the channel above the culvert into tho 
chamber with which the waste pipe is con- 
nected, estimated cost $130.

Klondyke Pay Streaks So Rich That 
the Golden Glitter Obscures 
the Gravel. 



Great Discoveries on Newer Creeks 
—Incidents of Life at Daw- 
son City. 



Dave Thompson, a man who ia known 
throughout all Alaska for his Btraight 
dealing and integrity, to quote the 
Juneau Miner, has been interviewed 
very recently by that paper on his return 
from the heart of the Klondyke district, 
He was asked to tell the truth, the 
whole truth and nothing but tho truth 
concerning the country, and he prefaced 
his observations by remarking' that no 
one yet in any interview he had seen has 
told even half the wonderful truth. 
Then he held up three fingers together 
and said : 

" I was standing on a claim on Bonanza 
creek, talking to a man about the won- 
derful richness of the diggings, and he 
said to me, pointing to the next claim, 
1 I worked on that claim there last win- 
ter, and the pay streak was eeven feet 
wide on bed rock and you could hold a 
candle six feet away and see no dirt, 
nothing but the glitter of gold so thick 
(holding up his three fingere) ; and for 
several hundred feet the claim prospects 
equally well on the surface.' " 

" Do you know what were the actual 
results of the washing on that claim?" 
was asked. 

" Yes, he said the man had taken out 
$15,000 by drifting ten feet wide and 
twelve feet long from the shaft which 
was 4xG feet and aboat fifteen feet deep. 

" You know there are several feet of 
black muck on the gravel, and then you 
go down until you strike bed rock, which 
is of slate and appears to be in layers. 
This looks as if nothing would penetrate 
it, but there are small seams and slits 
through it, and this bedrock for a depth 
of two feet is rich in gold." 

" Did you ever notice any quartz on 
the gold dug from the creeks? 

"'Yes, some, but strange to say the 
quartz which iB found at different places 
in the vicinity, bearB no resemblance to 
the quartz found on the gold. 

" Speaking ot nuggets, did you ever 
know a man named Goldie? 

" Well, the day I left I Baw Goldie in 
Dawson, and I said to him : I wish I 
had some nuggets to take out to show to 
people, and he replied: 'How many 
would you like to have? As many as 
this,' and with that he pulled out of his 
pocket a large handful, allsizeB, nothing 
smaller than a marble, and laughiuglv 
held them towards me. 

" There is a total disregard of the 
value of the preciouB metal in Dawson. 
Everyone has so much gold dust, that 
the sight of big sacks and cans of it have 
ceased to attract attention. For in- 
stance, you will see a wooden Bhack 
covered with canvas, a bar across one 
end of it. This ib a saloon, about as un- 
likely a place for riches as a man would 
And on earth, and yet at any time of the 
day and night the aggregate wealth of 
the men in there at any one lime would 
reach into the millions. 

" Why, one day I was in a place of 
this description, and in front of the bar 
was a long box filled with sawdust. This 
eawdust, owing to frequent expectora- 
tions from the tobacco chewing custom, 
gets soiled. As I say, I was in one of 
these places one day, and some boys 
came along and said to the proprietor: 
' If you will give ua this old box 'we will 
bring you another filled with clean eaw- 
dust.' ' Take it alone,' was the rejoin- 
der. The boys immediately put a clean 
one in its place and took away the old 
one. I was so interested to eee what 
they intended to do with it, eo I fol 
lowed them, and to my surpriee they 
commenced to pan out the sawdust, and 
in a little while they recovered fourteen 
dollars in gold." 

"What is going on at the newer 
creeks?" Thompson was asked. 

" Well, at Sulphur creek, which is a 
tributary of Indian creek (the latter 
joins the Yuk n about twenty-five miles 
south of the Klondyke), there have been 
some good results. I was going up the 
creek one day looking the ground over, 
and I came across two men building a 
rocker. As it was a very hot day I decide 1 
to rest awhile. After the men had com- 
pleted their rocker, they proceeded to 
dig a hole about two and a half feet deep, 
from which they got good results. Thoy 
then went on down another two feet, and 
took out gravel and treated it in the 
rocker. This was from bed rock. I re- 
mained there altogether for about five 
hours, at the end of which time they had 
eight and one-half ounces. This was on 
a fractional four hundred foot claim. 
The men were intereatrJ in the one 
below it and had a third in the claim 
above. 

" la there much gold at Dawson?" 

"Gold! Why, there is nothing but 
gold unless it iB whiskey. When the 
rVlaslca Commercial Company wna mov- 
ing the contents of its safe from the old 
tnd temporary building at Dawsou into 
its new one, I was one of five men who 
lelped to carry its contents. Some 
strong boirda about S feet long were 
nailed together with a handle at each 
corner, and the sacks of dust and nug- 
gets were piled up on the top of it, and

250 feet." 

" How much did each lift?" " I don't 
know how much the othora lifted, but I 
packed every bit of 200 pounds. Yes, 
and in addition to this the company'fl 
superintendent carried a box containing 
nuggetB and coin, and it was about all 
he could lift. 

" About COO boats were met with on 
the trip up the river, and they averaged 
four men to the boat. Sixteen boats 
were counted in Bight at one time. I 
went into tho Yukon on April 5 of this 
year, and left Dawson to return on Sep- 
tember S. My travelling companion waa 
Frank Scott. I have what I regard as n 
good claim and will return in the apring. 
There are 0,000 men at Dawson now. A 
small barge arrived before I left with the 
Arctic machinery in her. She had 200 
Backs of fiour, window bIbbb and whiskey. 
There was talk of going aboard and 
smashing the whiskey barrels." 

DOWN FROM CARIBOO. 

Mr. W. F. Sargent Back From a Short Trip 
to the Upper Country. 

Mr. VV. F. Sargent, secretary of the 
Slough Creek Mining Co., has just re- 
turned from a months' visit to Cariboo 
in the interests of his company. Speak- 
ing generally of the Cariboo district Mr. 
Sargent says the large amount of work 
done by tho various companies, together 
with tho increased attention which 
Cariboo has attracted, will make things 
very lively in this part of tho province 
next Bpring. The Cariboo Gold Fields 
Co. have their pipes all in, and Senator 
Campbell is at preeent there seeing the 
elevator set up. He will have every- 
thing in shape before he leaves, so that 
water can be turned on the first thing in 
the spring. 

The Slough Creek Co. ia working 
steadily and gradually finishing up tho 
drainage problem so as to get in prepar- 
ation lor working tho property. 

Mr. Laird, who ib operating on Wil- 
low river, will be ready within a month 
to work on the bedrock. The Dragon 
Creek Co. are getting their plant in 
shape, and will also bo ready to operate 
this year. Mr. Sargent did not think it 
necessary to refer at length to the Cari 
boo and other big hydraulic properties 
as he has nothing new to add to the last 
nowa received here.

Mrs. Herrmann Finds It a Trait of Audi- 
ences in This Country-Last Evening's 
Unique Performance.

Why the chief 
conjurers of Europe have not changed 
their programme noticeably in twenty 
years. Masquelin and Cooke, for in 
atance, who took the Egyptian hall, in 
London, when my htiBbaud vacated it to 
go to America, have been doing the 
same programme, more or less varied, 
for twenty-three yeara. This Bhowa how 
easily they are suited over there." 

" Another thing the English audi- 
ences are satisfied to see a trick done 
the American wanta to find out the 
method. That is another thing that 
makes a continual study for new acts 
necessary in America. People here are 
inquisitive, and like the small boy, they 
want to tear oil' the top of the drum to 
see what is inside. But that is right. 
That iB the way to gain knowledge."
